THE CHINA MAIL. 
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Tag tender and considerate method of 
treating “gaol birds” seems to have been 
tried lately in the Singapore establishment 
in regard to the European prisoners, but 
without very satisfactory results, «In 
his recently isaued report on the Singapore 
Criminal Prison, the. Superintendent 
saya: “European, prisoners, who remain 
in association, appear scarcely to regard 
their imprisonment as any punishment ; 
they break stones, makernats, piok oakum, 


‘and mess together during the day. At 


night they. are locked up in wards con- 
taining from five to ten men, and they 
appear to pass very pleasant. evenings. 
There is come ground to believe that men 
requiring medical care have committed 
an‘offince hoping to gain admission to 
this Prison, where they are treated in a 
comfortable Hospital free of expense, 
rather than go to the General Hospital 
where they are charged 75 cents a. day.” 
Comment is superfluous, . 


Lun remarks Of Mr vusice, showavy au 
delivering judgment in the case of Ismail 
v. Gerstenberg on Thursday are deser'ving 
of spevial prominence, Plaintiff, a serang 
on board the Danish barque Jfichelle 
Selchan, sued defendant (the Captain) to 
recover the sum of 860,50, that he alleged 


. {was due to him as wages. The Captain 


in defence pleaded a set-off for the value 
of certain goods which he said had been 
stolen by the plaintiff, the. amount of 
these gooda being more than the original 
claim. Defendant had, said the Captain, 
confessed to stealing the articles in ques- 
tion, It.transpired, however, during the 
hearing of the case that this confession 
had been obtained from. the man whilst 
he was tied up by the wrists, and the 
Captain was inflicting punishment on 
him with a whip. Mr Justice Snowden, 
in giving judgment for the plaintiff for 
the amount claimed, said that a confession 
extorted under such circumstances as 
these must be emphatically rejected as 
evidence. “His Lordship was not one 
of those who would deprecate the use of 
the lath on board ships at all, He at- 
tributed the: decline of discipline in the 
Mercantile Navy to: the impression of 
the Captains that they could not use.the 
Jash on proper: occasions, and this led. to 
the use at times of such desperate wea- 
pons as belaying ping, of which they had 
heard 'so much some. time. ago, that jn- 
flicted serious wounds, and which ‘would 
be avolded if a cat or some such instru- 
ment were provided, He. did not find 
particular cruelty was practised in this 
instance, but the set-off failed altogether, 
and the plaintiff waa entitled. to ‘his 
wagen” Mr Justios Snowden has evi- 
dently not changed his views in regard 
to the abolition of flogging. His reasons 
for its retention are sound ones, although 
the learned Judge is no doubt of opinion 
that'every care should ‘be’taken.to pre- 
vent the Captains of vessels from. abusing 
the power to inflict corporeal _ punish- 
ment, The power is, we believe, con- 
ferred on the Oaptain only. by the com:

THE EDUCATIONAL CURRICULUM 
CF THE CHINESE. 


' (China Review, 

There’ appears to be no Limit whatever 

to the age at which 2 Chinese may compete 

- at the’ public examinations. No youth is 

. held too tender, no. age ig deemed too 
venerable, that one should be disqualified 
to enter the lists on equal terms with the 
majority. According to the general rule, 
tivo successive years, out of every three, are 
devoted to the sui ‘hao, or examinations 
held by the Provincial Literary Chancellor 
for the degreo of ‘sit ts‘ai; the third year is 
for the k‘o Kao, or the examination:held by 
the Special Commissioner (chu k‘ao) for the 
degree of chit jén. In many cases, however, 
there is an irregularity, and, whother it be 
that famino, rebels, or other. plague .have 
Prevented the holding of on examination, 
or whether it be that the Examiner has 
been unable to do his duty for other reasons, 
the sud and ko Aao will fall together, in 
which case a year remains vacant. More- 
over when an accession: to the Throne takes 
place, or a male heir is.born to the Emperor, 
an extra k‘o k‘ao; which goes by the name 
of ngén k'o, is granted to.each Provinoe, 

Let us takes youth A.B. and follow him 
from the school to the chaplet of honour. 
His first step is to enter his name at the 

amén of tho magistraoy, or Aien, of his 

irth. To this place he betakes himself 
under the guidance of the din’ sheng, or 
senior graduate of the magistracy. (This 
term will be explained farther on). - He 
hands in a ts‘é ¢sz, or slip, inscribed with 
his name, age, village, the names of his 
father, grandfather and great grandfather 
—his san tai, No one can compete at a 
Public Examination whoso genealogy will 
not go back this far.at least. His “three 
generations are not olear” San tai pu ch'ing,

trate’a examination,” Tho entering of the 
name at the yamén entitles ono to the ap~ 
ellation of tung ah‘ény, or undorgraduate, 
Fhe examination is held in the Magistrate’s 
yamén, where there is always accommoda- 
tion for tive or six hundred undergraduates. 
> Success (fix) follows as a matter of course, 
tho test being only o nominal one, and none 
but the egregiously ignorant being discarded. 
The examination takes place at about 8 
a.m, and the subjects are selected. by the 


Mogictrato in prosomse of thanndergendsintna, 
after the doors are closed, One theme in 
prose, and one in verse (win .chang; shih) 
are hung up within view of all, In about 
threo days the list of retained candidates is 
exposed outside the yamén (Awa p‘at), the 
first in order receiving the honorary title of 

- “Magistrate’s choice” (/den pt). Thesingle 
advantage which attaches to thia honour is 
that, as a matter of courtesy, the Prefect, at 
the next examination, will endeavour to 
place his name among the first ten, 

About a month atter the héew hao, the 
fu k'ao takes place, at the Provincial Metro- 
polis, ‘Thither myriads of undergraduates 
wond their way from each magistracy to go 
through the formal and unprofitable Prefect’s 
examination. A notice is issued, ond the 

. students assemble according to magistracies 
in the provincial Examination Hall (kung 
ytian), when five successive examinations 
aro held in the following manner, Suppose 
there are ten thousand in all. After. the 
first bout perhaps ten per cent. are excluded, 
and the names of the others aro: hung up 
outside the Hall, according to magistracies, 
the first ten in each mogistracy being 

\epecially noted, ‘his is continued five 
times, the Prefect each time excluding about 
ten per cent. of the least meritorious com- 
posers, The result of the fifth heat is that 
about one tenth of the whole numbor of each 
magistracy is seleoted ; the names of the ten 
best of each of these aro specially prominent, 
amd the first in cach ten receives the 
honorary appellation of ‘‘Prefect? schoice” (fu 
pt. ‘The advantage gained by the fu pii 
ois that, aso matter of courtesy, the Literary 
Chancellor will, as ‘of ‘course, pass him for 
his Degreo, All the othor distinctions, con~ 


“sequent upon this quintuple analysis, count: 


“for nothing but local and ephemeral honour 
amongst one’s friends. “Nearly all candidates 
are “retained” (dit) as eligible for the 
degree of situ ts‘at, as of course. 


This takes place generally in the eighth’ 


“month of the Chinese autuma, The Literary 
Chancellor has a yamén of his own and 
receives a Commission for three years. The 
first two of these ‘are the sui kao, or years 
for examination for the degree of sut ts‘at, 
The subjects are, as in the casa of the 
Magistrate's ond Prefect’s examinations, 
proge and poetry, but the Chancellor devotes 
one doy to each, An average of perhaps 
ten per cent. of ‘candidates obtain a prima 
facie degree, but before the list of ‘the 
successful is issued (fa pang), a second test 
Examination takes place (fu A'ao) in order. 
to guard’ against imposition, ‘oribbing,” 
prompting, &c:, &e. Generally about eight 
per cent, of the successful scrape through 
this second ordeal, upon which, after an 
interval of ten days or 80, the list of 
‘graduates is suspended outside the Hall,

Tho result is ans 
nounced, like the remlt of the Magistrate's 
and Prefeot’s Examinations, by the posting 
of a p‘ai, not, ay in tho. oxaminations 
for the degroes of siz ts'ai, chi fi and 
chin shih, by the issue of a pang. The p‘ai, 
or notice, is less solemn and imposing than 
the pang, or official list. The bachelors (six: 
te‘ai) of each magistracy are now arranged 
les (san téng), the first candi- 
date in the first grade of each’ magisterial 
group receiving the title of. lin shéng, which 
enables him to levy a contribution of about 
800 cash from each of the Bachelors of his 
magistracy who have competed at this ex- 
amination for honours, and qualifies him to 
act as the spokesman and’ introducer (as 
mentioned above), in all matters interesting 
the bachelors or undergraduates of his 
ar avg 

These two years being ended, study for 
the degree of chii jén is the noxt step. It 
must be mentioned that thoso graduntas who 
have not reached tho standard necessary to 
become enrolled in one of the three grades 
for honours are obliged to wait till the second 
examination for a chii jén takes. place, to 
wit, three extra years. 

The examination for a chit jén is held. by 
the chu k‘ao, a special Commissioner appoint- 
ed by the Emperor to.each Province for each 
Ko or examination. This fuvotionary is 
always accompanied by an assistant ex- 
aminer (fu chu Kao), and occupies the 
Town Hall (Aung kuan), of the Provincial 
Metropolis, not having, like the Chancellor, 
a yamén appropriated to his use.. This ex- 
amination is much more severe than that for 
a siv ts‘ai, the duration being nine days, in 
three bouts of three days each, during each 
bout of which the candidates are rigidly 
confined, night and day, to their examina- 
tion cells, ‘Lhe first three days are devoted 
to essays upon aubjects takon from the Four 
Books (sz si); the second threo to essays 
on the Classics (ching); the third to miscel- 
laneous essays upon subjects chosen at

and the ordeal lasts nine days. Not more 
than «dozen or thirty from each Province 
are successful. . The first candidate receives 
the honorary apelin of hui-yiian. This 
is succeeded by the tren-shii, or honours 
examination, held by the Emperor himself, 
who selects the: themes, which are at once 
published in the Peking Gazelte. The first 
candidate in the Empire is called a chang- 
yiian, the second a pang-yen, the third a 
Han-hua, and the fourth a ch‘uan-le, terms 
which may. be rendered by the analogous 
‘senior, second, third, and fourth wrang- 
lers.” The remaining chin-shih are ranged 
in three grades (san-ting-chia), the first

After a little 
time, the girl’s family send. for the “go- 
between” aft-ipform her of their favourable 
conclusion, upon which she busies herself 
with handing to each family the pe tse or— 
so to speak— baptismal register” of either 
party. These are written on red paper, and 
contain a very few simple words. ‘The 
male clement (ch'ten); name. .  . a 
date of birth ; age; year, month, day, and 
hour of birth,” ete., ote.”-' After aninterval, 
which may be of months or years according 
to the age of thé betrothed, the man’s family 
send a message to the effect that they pro- 
pose to sond presents, A day is chosen for 
this, and a hie of gold bracelets, a pair of 
-earrings and a few taels in money are sent 
to the family of the girl. Of course these 
presents are more-or less: valuable according 
tothe wealth of the paronts. If the bride’s 
friends receive these things there is; no re- 
treat: the money and jewels are regarded as 
earnest money to a bargain. It should here 
be mentioned that marriages never under 
any ciroumstances take place in the Ist 
month of the bart any other months are 
available, but the 9th, 10th, 11th, and 12th 
are the favourite ones, When day has 
beon fixed on for the consummation of the 
nuptials, the ceromony of sung Zang has to 
be gone: through by the bridegroom. This 
takes place a day or,two before the wedding 
morning, when bearere'are sent with chests 
berate Baers for the delectation of the 
bride. This civility is reciprocated by an- 
other of Aut heiieh mao on the part of the 
bride, who sends to her swain a pair of boots, 
an official hat, and some articles of furni- 
ture. Finally the bride's frousseau ond 
outfit are sent over to the house of the 
bridegroom—pan chuang lien,—followed the 
next day by the bride herself. Tho bride, 
with her father, mother, brother and sisters, 
is supposed to pass the morning of her mar- 
riage in tears of sorrow at parting. She 
partakes of a light repast in the morning, 
and is robed in a dress of red, her features 
being concealed by a thick and impenetrable 
veil. At about eight in the morning she is 
placed in the hired Aua chiao, or embroider- 
ed sedan-chair, whioh, also, is draped with 
red. The doors of her house are locked, and 
the chair is deposited in the court within, 
When .she has bean securely shut up, the 
gates aro opened and the chair is received 
by the friends of the. bridegroom, who are in 
waiting outside and who convey it to their 
ora house to the sound of the flute, the 
oyuabal. Bh, the fo and A eget thete 
grects the chair as it approaches the dwell- 
ing of the man, The chair-is deposited in 
the court, and approached by two of the, 
luckiest old women in the family, who open 
‘tho door and invite the tremblin, gitl to 
makethe proper obeisances, These aré 
made by both herself and her betrothed in 
the court, she remaining closely veiled all 
the time. Tho pair first Xotow to Heaven 
and Earth, then ‘to their ancestors, next to 
the parents, and finally to each other, The 
officious old ladies, discreet, lucky, and ex- 
perionced, escort the girl to her apartments 
and cheer her up with words. of: encourage- 
ment, with cups of tea, and with even 
a cake or two, In 2 few moments the dread 
event of ‘raising the veil” takes place, 
tao kai-t'ou lo; the bridegroom stepping 
in armed with a carpenter’s foot-rule with 
which he tsvitches off the veil which covers 
his bride. He seats himself on the left side 
of the couch, with his betrothed on his 
right, there being 2 small table between 
them. No remarks are made on either side. 
Thé discroet old ladies next bring in two 
small cups of wine which are poured one 
into the other as a symbol of indissoluble 
union, and handed .to the happy pair to 
drain. At this interesting juncture the old 
dames retire, upon which the bride turns 
her face round to the wall in such wise that 
it cannot be seen. The husband, for such 
he now is, probably divining that,. what 
with the ceremonial clothes, the ‘enforced 
modesty, and the general stiffness: of the 
situation, things would be “slow” if he- 
remained longer, now leaves his wife (sin

GIBRALTAR, 

: (Shipping and Mercantile Gatette.) 

In 4 recent impression we published a 
copy of the reply of the Earl of Carnarvon 
to the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce 
respecting the Repent legislation on the 
Shipping Trade of Gibraltar. We have also 
received his Lordship’s answer to the memo- 
rial from the Chairman and members of the 
Exchange Committee of Gibraltar. Ship. 
owners and Merchants have, we gather from 
these documents, failed in their offorts to 
obtain the withdrawal of the Ordinance ; 
aud as the order for its promalention has 
been issued, we can only appsal to the 
authorities to make the practical application 
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the Trading community as the nature of the 
arrangem-nts will permit. The Colonial 
Secretary states that Her Majesty’a Govern- 
ment haye been influenced in framing this 
municipal law for preventing ita Poris being 
used as the bases of systematic smuggling 
of gooda into an adjoining country ; and that 
one nation is not bound to arsist another. 
in the enforcement of its fiscal lawa, 

although the Court of Exchequer has 
held that s contract which involved or 
contemplated  frand upon.a forelgn State, 

was not yoid on that ground as it would bo 
if it were contemplated to break. “ the 
ordinary municipal law of a foreign coun- 
try.” On strong grounds of morals and 
policy it has been made incumbont, ‘says 
Lord Carnarvon, to regulate the trade 
of Gibraltar afresh In such a mahiier that, 

while the operations of- legitimate trade 
shall not.be materially hampered, the Port 
shall cease to offer peculiar facilities to 
the habitual depredators on the Spanish 
revenue who are not British subjects, but 
stringers. who resort to the place to carry 
out their smuggling transactions, whilo the 
part played by the community at the Rook’ 
is no more than that of selling goods to 
those persons in open market, The Mor- 
chants of Gibraltar, it would appear, do 
not ask buyers what they are going to do 
with the articles they purchase, nor take. 
any bond from them to prevent smuggling, 

Her Majesty’s Government, therefore, with 
a view to ‘comity and a desire to promote 
good neighbourhood,” are determined to 
carry into eifect the rules to which we have 
referred, The Ordinance contains special 
provisions that tobacco is not to be 
exported from Gibraltar in packages of 
leas) than 100 tons burthen, and. an. 
exporter must furnish a bond to show that 
the tobacco -has been landed at the Port for 
which it was cleared, or otherwise accounted 
for to the satisfaction of the Governor.

Political. expedioncy may 
render the regulation advisable; and if 
the act. can’ be justified on international 
grounds, the interests of the inhabitants 
‘of Gibraltar will, we. suppose, -have to 
be sacrificed, while-the meagures to be 
taken in regard to those injured by the 
operation of the Jaw will devolvd Upon 
Her Majesty's. Government, The Colonial 
ecretary, however, hopes that no con- 
siderablo number of the 4,000 bands will 
bo rendered. destitute. Lord Napier is 
informed that, with regurd to entries and 
clearances, no further formalities will be 
required in the case of ships using Gibraltar 
asa Port of call than at present, -and. that 
it is the intention of Her Majesty’s Go- 
vernment that the Ordinance. shail bo so 
worked as to offer no annoyance or ob- 
struotion to veseels merely touching there.

THE SHAH. AND THE HUASOAR. 

We have received the following from an 
English gentleman who was an eye-witnesa 
of the engagement between the Peruvian 
ironclad turret ship Huascar and the British 
unarmoured men-of-war Shah and Ame- 
thyst :-— 

“The Huasear has ioe plates; turret, 
ddin., iron, a thick backing of wood, and 
inside iron skin. She steams 2 good 11 
knots, having just been fitted with new 
boilers, “Her guns are two’ 300-pounders in 
turret, three shell guns on upper dock. 

“The Shah has two 9in, 12-ton guns, 16 
Tin. 6§-ton- guns, eight 64-pounder shell 

un8. ; 

“The Amethyst has 14 64-pounder shell 
guns, 

“ After firing for nearly three hours at a 
distance of from 400 to: 3,000 ‘yards, the 
ol damage to the Huascar was one 9-in, 
shell through the side, bursting in the side 
and killing one man, while the pieces lodged 
in tho opposite: side, ‘The hole was com- 
paratively small, ond might have. been 
easily plugged if required. One Qin. shot 
also penetrated 3in. into the turret without 
effecting any material damage, There were 
nearly 100 dents of various depths in the 
plates, but none of sufficient depth to ma- 
terially injure the plates, The upper works, 
boats, and 


were of course destroyed. 


“According to theory, all the Shah's; 


guns, the 64-pounders excepted, should have 
penetrated the Huascar’s sides up to 1,100 
ards, and the 9-in..up to 3,600 yards, Tho 
acts are yory' different, doubtless because. 
hardly a shot struck at right angles to plates. 

“The Huascar was beautifully handled, 
and offered o fair broadside to the Shah’s 


guns, her object being evidently to avpid | 


close action. She was a perfect picture of a 
fighting ship, and if her gunnery. had been 
equal to her manouvring it “must have 


fared very badly with her antagonists. . Her- 
shot all fell in close proximity to the attaok-, 


ing: vessels, but evidently ‘those in com- 
mand-had not’ sufficient. science’ to” estimate 
the deflection to be allowed for the speed of 
the attacking ships through the water,: - 

: “The shell fire was so. hot on the Huascar 
thot her. crew’ got thoroughly demoralized 
end the officers had to fight the guns, She 
beata retreat to the foul rocky" ground off 
Nopotat, after about two hours’ Aghting, 
en isla ny got under the cover of the 
town, whore tho British ships could not: fire 
at her, and the night being pitch dark, she 
escaped, ran down to Iquique, and sur- 
rendered unconditionally to the Peruvien 
Squadron, which she had engaged and beaten 
off two days previously,. . .

DOCTOR HAMMOND ON SLEEP, 


Di. William H. Hammond lectared at 
Obickering Hall last evening for the benefit 
—of the Metropolitan ‘Thront Hospital upon 
the subject of “ Slesp." Dy, Hammond 
began his lecture by. coinparing the pers 
fods of ront- enjoyed by tho different vital 
organs of the human body, saying that the 
heart, oggregating the moments between 
its beats, rested aix hotirs ont of the twenty- 
four, and that the liver, the stomach, etc. 
enjoyed each its period of inactivity and 
recuperation, but that the brain had no rest 
ave in the moments of sleep—somotimos 
not then. The lecturer then sketched 
brisfly the principles of the wear and tear of 
the human organism and ofits building up. 
“The waste of the vital. tissues was repaired 
almost as soon as- if was made,: but the

out sleep for a period of six wooks, and of 
a general whom report made to have gor 
a whole year’ sleeping but one hour out of 
every twenty-four.

Thore was a difference of opinion among 
medical men, Dr, Hammond said, as to tho 
physical motive of sleep, but he did not see 
why there should be. The condition of 
the broin duiing sleep, he thought, was only 
a greater measure of the condition provok- 
ing sleep. Sleep was produced We a ° 
ntion of blood in the brain. The doctor 
cited several cases to show that there was 
Jess blood in the brain during sleep than 
during wakefulness. One, reported by 4 
French surgeon, was of 6 young man who 
fell and cute fiesnre.in hie ekull. The bone 
never grew together, but the scalp grew 
over the wound and lay directly upon the 
brain, and when, the young man slept the 
sealp over the fissure sunk down fo @ con- 
siderable extent, but when ho was awake 
the soalp remained even and at times 
bulged ont, Dr. Hammond also eras a 
series of experiments which ‘he hai himself 
made with dogs, and in which hehad determ- 
ined the amount of blocd in the braia 
more accuratly by a graduated instrument, 
which he hnd inserted through the skull 
upon the surface of tho brain, As the 
brain enlarged or diminished tho fluctus- 
tions were registered, and there was found 
to be a great difference in the size of the 
brain during sleep and wakefulness, ‘* And 
nothing could have altered. the size of the 
brain but. the blood there was in it,” the 
eetabitshed that during sleep thero.is less 
blood iu the brain than during wakefulness.” 

Dr. Hammond also considered heat and 
cold aainflucnces to aleep, and disonssed how 
to make people sleep who through nervous- 


ness or some other extraneous cause were | 


‘not so disposed. Hoe advised them to think 
of pome disagreeable.thing, and had known 
of a man’ who waa invariably able to -get 
sleep by the simple device of allowing water 
to fall ‘drop by drop into atin pan. The 


leoturer questioned also the accuracy of. 


the common stories of extraordinary think- 
ing during sleep. With Coleridge and De 
Quincey he thought there was opium mixtd 
with it, Concerning dreams, Dr. Hammond 
thought they were not original impressions 
but were founded upon some former expe- 
riences; and yet they were sometimes 
sufficiently eccentric, Delicate women, 
the doctor said, deliberately entered upon 
a career of orime in their dreams, and wake.

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RUSSIAN TORPEDOES. 
Berlin, June 29. . 


Two Russlan officlal reports upon the 
torpedoes now making so much noise in 
the world will interest your readers, The 
one from Lieutenant Dubasoff to Captain 
Rogula, his supertor officer, gives -the first 
detailed account of his successful attack on 
tho Turkish monitor off Matchin:— — 

ARAM peters WR mbt eee Ato TT a. 
entering the Matchin branoh of the river 1 
ordered the four cutters under my command 
to sail in a straight line one after the other, 
The Cosarewitch I commanded in person 
was to go first; then the Xenia undor 
Lioutenant. Shestakoff; ‘then the Dijigit. 
under Midshipman Persin ; and the last the 
Cosarevna under Midshipman Ball. In 
this order wo were to creep along the shore 
until in i of the enemy when speed was 
to be slackened. Advancing’ towards the 
middle of the river the cutters were then to 
go two and two, the Cesarewitch and Xonia 
in front, and the Djiglt and Cesarevns 
behind.. From the moment of entering the | 
Matohin branch to the moment of attack 
we wore to proceed slowly, to reduce the 
noise of the engines and the splash of the 
water to & minimum. As we neared the 
enemy we were to increase speed. I was 
to attack with Sheatakoff following closo, 
Perain was to keep ready to assist-in case 
of-acaldent and: Ball to remain in reserve. 
‘Af the ship attacked firat by us was dicabled 
by the- explosion, Lieutenant Shestakoff 
was to attuck the second ship, with Persin 
‘supporting him, all rendering help, and 
myself keeping in reserve. Supposing the 
second explosion to be likewise successful, 
Persin was ordered to attack the third ship, 
with ;Ball supporting him, myself, render- 
iny assistance, and Shestakoff remaining in 
Teserve) ; 

“Tho night between the 13th and 14th 
of May was cloudy, but not quite dark, the 
moon being mostly visible, There, was a 
light‘breexe from the north-west, conveying 
the-sound of our approach to the enomy. 

With the ‘exception of. the Oesarowitoh, 
‘However, we went .on noiselessly. In the 
Ocsstewltch, handed over to me by the 
Roumanian Government only six days 
previously, pat of the used-ap stesm 
serves to fee the boller, while part passes 
into the steam pipe, and in consequence 
causes the cylinder to. work with consider:

THE RUSSIAN SEA-GOING TORPE- 
DO-VESSEL EXPLOSION. 


A Cronstadt» correspondent furnishes 
the following particulars of the sea-going 


torpedo-vessel Vzreeff, or xnlosion.. now. 
bred Co course 0! ‘construction ae ‘Weears. 


Baird’s engineering. works on the Neva. 
Tho Vareefi, which in many respects our 
resembles the torpedo launch of Mosars. 
Thorneycroft and Co,, has a length of 115 
feet, a width of sixteen feet, and a draught 
of water soven and: a-half foot in front,.and 
ten feet towards the stern. Tho bottom is 
coated with three-quarter inch copper sheot~ 
ing, the fore ond aft parts of the vessel 
being aleo of the samo material. The'sides 
are constructed of iron, covered with steel 
sheeting varying in thickness from 9 quar- 
ter of an inch to three-sixteonths. The 
bridge -ig likewise of iron, Inside the 
vessel plonty of space is allotted to tho crew, 
and af the stern is 9 tube-arrangemont for 
the ejection of Whitchead’s fish-torpedo. 
Tho hull of the Explosion is to’ be con- 
structed sufficiently strong to allow hor to 
proceed to sea in stormy weather, and to 
resist the heavy waves which make naviga- 
tion in the Gulf of Finland dangerous dur- 
ing the provalence of south-westerly winds. 


Untsually large pumps will be fitted in the | 


Vareeff in order that’ the water may be 
rapidly drawn’ from the various compart- 
ments into which she is divided if she’ 
springs a leak or sustains any injury from 
the enemy's fire, Tho engines are on the 
compound system, and according to con- 
tract, should furnish a speed of seventeen 
knots an honr to be carried on without’ 
slackening for. four consecutive hours. It 
is also required thet.she stiall be able to 
undertake a toyage between St Petersburg 
and: Revel at an average speed of not less 
than ten knots per hours Her coal bunkers 
are’ calculated to contain sufficient space for 
one day’s coal if driven at seventeen knots, 
and for fon days if at ten knots, Accord-
